Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 9-50,54-73,77-78 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art (i.e. Park et al. and Graef et al.) fails to suggest a process to 
prepare a single crystal Si wafer with three axially symmetric regions as claimed in 
independent Claim 19. 

The closest prior art (i.e. Graef et al.) discloses that higher cooling rates than 
those claimed are required down to about 800'C in order to produce the silicon wafer of 
independent claims 35 and 57.
